The Old Reptile Taken by Surprise 
and a Hot Fight Follows, 


Many Are Killed, 


The Regular Troops Arrive Just In 
Time fo Sava Their Allies— 
The. Sloux in Full 
Retreat. 


By Telegraph to “ey Times. 

CuicaGo, Dee, 15.—[ By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) At 9 o’clock tonight 
Asst. Adj.-Gen. Corbin, of Gen. Miles’s 
stuff, received an officiai dispatch from 
St. Paul, saying that Sitting Bull, five 
of Sitting Bull’s men, and seven of the 
Indian police were killed in a fight to- 
day following an attempt by the police 
to arrest Sitting Bull. 

THE REPORT CONFIRMED. 

St. PAUL (Minn.,) Dec. 13.—The re- 
port received here late this afternoon 
that Sitting Bull had been killed is 
apparentiy contirmed by advices re- 
ceived by Gen. Miles at the military 
headquarters in thiscity. He received 


| two dispatches this evening, the first 


from Pierre, 8. D., stating that Sitting 
Bull and his son were kilied, but giving 
no further particulars. 

The other dispatch was from the 
Standing Rock Agency, S. D., and 
stated that the Indian police started 
out this morning to arrest Sitting Bull, 
having understood that he proposed . 

STARTING FOR THE BAD LANDS 
at once. ‘The police were followed 
by a troop of cavalry under Capt. l’ou- 
chet and a company of infantry under 
Col. Drum. 

When the police: reached Sitting 
Bull’s camp on Grand River, about. 
forty miles from Standing Rock, they

STORY OF THE FIGHT. 

St. Paut, Dec. 15.—A dispatch re- 
ceiyed late tonight by the Pioneer 
Press about today’s fight, says: V ben 
the Indian pollce reached the camp 
they found the Indians ready to march. 
Their ponies were painted and many 
of the savages had stripped for war. 
The police made a dash into their 
camp and seized Sitting Bull. 

They were on ther way back to 
Standing Rock, when a sono of the 
famous chief urged his comrades to re- 
capture the old man. The women and 
children were left in the bushes, then, 
with yells, the hostiles charged upou 
the police, fring as they came. A 

HAND-TO-HAND STRUGGLE 
ensued, during whic! Sitting bull, who 
was not shackled, gave his orders in a 
loud voice, 

For several minutes the firing was 
heavy aud deadiy. In the furious 
fusilade Sitting Bull fell out of his 


known whether it was tired by the 
charging party or police. 

The son of Sitting Bull was slain at 
almost the first voliey of tle poiice. 
The hostiles fired 

WITH DEADLY ACCURACY, 

and slowly dropped ihe police from the 
field. If the cavalry had not come up 
at this time, it is probable that the 
force would have been annihilated, 
The soldiers were quickly into action. 
A skirmish line was thrown out, and 
Lhen, kneeling and liring as they ad- 
vanced, the troops, with machine guns 
playing over their heads, poured a 
withering fire into the savages, 

Sitting Bull’s body, whicu had been 
abandoned by the police, was secured, 
as well as that of his son, and taken 
to Standing Rock. Afier the fight 
was over the followers of the dead 
chief struck out for the Bad Lauds, 

GEN. M’LAUGHLIN’S REPORT. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 15. — Indian 
Commissioner Morgan this evening re- 
ceived from Indian Agent McLaughlin 
the following dispatch, dated Fort 
Yates, N. D., December 15: 

The Indian police arrested Sitting Bull at 
his camp, forty miles northwest of the 
agency, this morning at ‘daybreak, His 
fullowers 

ATTEMPTED TO RESCUE HIM, 

and fighting commenced. Four policemen 
were killed and three wounded. Eight 
Indians were killed, including Sitting Buil 
and his son, Crowfoot, and several others. 
The wounded police were surrounded for 
some time, but maintained their ground un- 
tilrelieved by United States tro: ps, who 
now have pussession of Sitting Buli’s camp 
ot ali of the women, children and prop-

JUDGE VAN DYKE’S' OPINION 


Every Point Fully Covered, and De- 
fendant Left Without a Leg to 
Stand On—Law and 
Facts. 


In Department Four of the Superior 
Court Judge Walter S. Van Dyke yesterday 
hauded down an opinion in the case of the 
County vs. L. B. Cohn.

There is, perhaps, hardly a city in the 
country better equipped with public 
school buildings than Los Angeles is at 
present.

They ure built large 
and generous plans, with  provi- 
sion for plenty of fresh air and sun- 
shine, with broad halls and capacious 
recitation rooms and with every mod- 
érn convenience and comfort to com- 
mend them. There is no city in the 
country where the school children are 
better housed than they are in this city, 
or where better helps to education are 
afforded them. The fine towers of the 
new High School building are like the 
broad fiogers of success pointing to 
what Los Angeles has accomplished on 
all sides in building tor an educational 
future. 

In addition to our schoolhouses, 
what fine churches we have erected! 
Eight years ago we had less than half 
a dozen churches in our midst. - Now 
we have not far from thirty, and some 
of them are of suflicient size and 
architectural beauty to grace the 
streets of any city. 

Los Angeles is a church-going city, 
and her numerous houses of worship 
are usually well filled. We have quiet 
Sabbath streets, save for the throngs 
that go up to worship.

PROJECTED SILVER LEGISLATION. 


Very important silver legislation has 
been outlined and agreed upon by the 
Republican Caucus Committee at 
Washington.

The Republicans Discuss a 
Relief Measure, 


A Willingness Shown to Largely In- 
crease Silver Purchasey. 


The Proposition to Issue Two-per- 
Cents Meets With Disfavor. 


Secretary Windom Confers with the 
Senatorial Caucus Commit- 
tee and Offers Some 
Suggestions, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—[By the As- 
Press.} The President has 
abandoned the idea of sending a special 
message to Congress in regard to the 
finaucial situation, being satisfied, so 
itissaid, of the earnest purpose of 
the majority in Congress to take 
prompt steps for the expansion of the 
currency. Secretary Windom has, 
however, prepared a special report to 
Congress, indorsing what is generally 
known as the “Inter-convertible bond 
scheme.’’ This report is now in print, 
but for some unexplained reason has 
not been submitted. 

The Republican Senatorial Caucus 
Committee today had a long consulta- 
tion with Secretary Windom respect- 
ing the formulation of a financial re- 
lief measure. The various proposi- 
tions contained in the Sherman and 


| Plumb bills, were taken up. The Sec- 


retary indorsed the proposition to re- 
duce the compulsory holding of United 
States bonds by. National Banks and 
commended the purpose to issue two 
per cent. bonds. 

In regard to the proposition to pur- 
chase the existing surplus silver bullion 
now in the country, Secretary Windom 
took positive grounds in favor of the 
purchase as @ means of enbancing the 
price of silver and relieviny the finan- 
cial stringency. He suggested, how- 
ever, that it might be prudent to re- 
strict by law, the amount of the sur- 
plus silver purchased in any one 
mouth. The Caucus Committee re- 
ferred his suggestion to a sub-com- 
mitte composed of Messrs. Sherman, 
Allison, Aidrich, Plumb and Teller. 
After deliberation the sub-committee 
reached a decision, which was 
promptly ratified by the full com- 
mittee, and will be submitted to the 
caucus tonight in the shape of a bill, 
to be drafted by Sherman. ‘The maip 
features will be provision for the pur- 
chase of $12,000,000 silver, surplus 
within one year, not to exceed $3,000,- 
00 worth any one month (in addition 
to the purchase of 4,500,000 ouuces per 
month now required by law;) the issue 
of two per cent. bonds, not to exceed 
$100,000,000 in amount, and the pur- 
chase of sufficient silver bullion (in ad- 
dition to the foregoing requirements) 
to make good the deficiency in the na- 
tional bank circulation whenever that 
circulation fails below $180,000,000, by 
means of the issue of treasury notes, 
based upon the bullion thus purchased. 
In case bullion in sufficient amount to. 
meet. this deficiency cannot be ob- 
tained, the deficiency circulation will 
be made good by the issuance of ordi- 


providing that when the price of silver 
shall for one year remain constantly at 
or above the legal ‘“‘par’ with gold, 
any holder of bullion may deposit it 
with the treasury and have it coined 
in standard silver dollars, or receive 
treasury notes therefor, While the 
committee neglected to make specifi- 
cations upon the subject of reducing 
the amount of compulsory holding of 
United States bonds by the national 
banks, all of the members appeared to 
be in favor of legislation for that pur- 
purpose. The report did not meet 
with the unanimous approval of the 
committee or sub-committee in every 
particular. 

The Republican Senatorial Caucus 
tonight discussed the report of the 
Caucus Committee agreed upon today. 
The two-per-cent. bond project found 
few friends and it was knocked out. 
The $12,000,000 bullion purchase 
seemed to have great strength, but 
neither on that vor the other 
proposition was final action 
taken. There was a_ great deal 
of discussion, which may be summa- 
rized as indicative of the willingness 
of a strong majority of the Republican 
Senators to considerabiy enlarge the 
monthly purchases of silver bullion, 
possibly to the extent of $6,000,000 or 
$7,000,000. 

Another caucus will be held soon, 
The Elections Bill was not mentioned 
tonight.

“PAUL HOLTZ DID IT.” 


AN OLD MAN MURDERED BY HIS 
SON FOR MONEY. 


A Depraved Youth Cuts His Fath- 
er’s Throat at Chicago and 
Tells the Police He 
Has Sulcided.

CnicaGco, Dec. the Asso- 
ciated Press.] A crime of surpassing 
diabolism and its dramatic sequel took 
place tonight ina little tenement on 
West Chicago avenue. Carl Holtz, an 
aged widower, lived alone in an upper 
flat with his son Paul, aged 16. 

Tonight the boy took to bed with bim 
an old table-knife, and after his father 
had gone to sleep, raised up in bed 
and cut his father’s throat from ear to 
ear, severing the jugular vein and 
windpipe. 

The youthful patricide then rushed 
to the West Chicago-ayenue pvlice 
station and declared that his father 
had attempted suicide. When the 
polfce, with a physician, reached the 
house the old man was still alive, but 
could not speak.

Witha tinger pointing to his 
son, he said: ‘*You have killed me, 
Paul, but you can never enjoy the 
money. God will punish you for this,”

THE INSPECTORS’ TESTIMONY 


How the Heathens Are Smuggled 
Over the BSdrder--The Conal- 
tion of the Local China- 
town—The Sights. 


Yesterday morning at 10 o’clock the meim- 
bers of the sub-committee of tbe Joint 
Committee of the Senate and House of 
Representatives on Immigration, met in 
United States Marshal Gard’s oftice, for the 
purpose of taking testimony regarding 
Chinese immigration. 

Deputy Marshal F. B. Goodrich of San 
Diego, and Deputy Marshal A. W. Marsh of 
this city, Who have patroled the Mexican 
border from San Diego ‘to a point 
hear Yuma, since Marshal Gard took 
(flice, were sworn and testified regaraine 
the smnugwling of Chinamen into this coule 
try from Lower California. These two off- 
cers are the only ones placed on the bordet 
to keep the Chinamen out, and as the line 
covers about one hundred and fitty miles, it 
has been impossibie for them to bead the 
heathens off. Since the latter part of last 
April these two ofllcers he ve captured 
enty-two Chinamen who were being 
The prisoners were fe- 
manded to San Francisco and have been 
sént back toChina, The witnesses think 
there were 200 Chinamen at Ensenada the 
Ist of last April and there are about thirty 
there now. According to this statement 
about one hundred have made their way to 
California and bave not been captured, 
Marsh testified th:t there are about five 
thousand in this county, 1000 of. whom are 
working on ranches and railroads and the 


others are in this cily.
